Japanese shipyards have 
not signed a single new con- 
tract for construction of 
ships for export since the 
abolition of subsidies and the 
establishment of the 360 Yen 
to US$1 rate last spring, a 
SCAP official said today. 


Mr, M, M. Class, chief of 
SCAP’S Industry Division, sald 
Japanese shipbuitlders so far have 
not been able to reduce construc- 
tion costs suMectently to compete 
in the world market since the 
government subsidies were cut 
from under them, . 


In the year preceding the 
establishment of the single ex- 
change rate, when the govern- 
ment was underwriting shipyard 
losses on export sales through a 
550 yen to one exchange rate, the 
Jopnnese shipbuilding industry 
won contracts for bullding about 
150,000 tons of cargo ships and 
tankers. 


Since the end of the subsidised 
exchange rate, Class sald, “they 
have only received a French Indo- 
china contract for eight barges 
and one contrnet for bullding a 
10-ton boat for the Ryukyus, In 
eect we have had no ship- 
Dullding under the new rate," 


Loss of dollars 


The collapec of these oxport 
sales, Mr. Class said, moang o@ 
loss of millions of dotlara In 
foreign trade revenue “But If 
the Japanese are going to be 
allowed to use thelr ships in 
hauling oxporte and imports 
they could probably carn more 
foreign exchange In the long 
run by bullding ehipe for thé 
Japanceo merchant marine than 
by bullding for export. Of 
course we would prefer both.” 


On the presumption that the 
bane aguinst Japanese shipping in 
many forelgn ports will be lifted 
In the near future, Class said 
SCAP has suthorised a greatly 
expanded = programme of new 
construction and conversion — of 
hon-standard vessels to meet in- 
ternationol requirements, It will 
add more than 500,000 tons of 
“in class” shipping to the Jap- 
knese merchant fleet during the 
nent elght months, 


In addition, nine cargo vessels 
of lexs than 6,000 tons each and 
one tanker of 10,000 tons are 
now under construction for the 
Japanese merchant fleet.—United 
Press, 


Assembly

Li 
Li-san, Peking Minister of La- 
bour, has enormous power In, and 
perhaps contro] of, the Kremlin's 
policy tn Manchuria. 

(3) If the West follows o 
hostile policy toward Peking, no- 
body jn that Government will be 
able to do anything except follow 
the Moscow Une. Moreover, If 
China is confronted by a hostile 
West, the Chinese Communists 
will have an excuse for thelr 
fallure to deal with the economic 
plight of the country, and may 
even be encouraged to “carry on 
thea multary adventures beyon 
the borders of China, 

“(4) If, however, tho, Com- 
munists are recognised and forced 
to trade on an equal cash basis, 
they will get more help from the 
West than from the Russians, 
they will have to take responsi- 
billty for the economic conditions 
of the country, and they will prob- 
ably develop an independent 
policy totally different from the 
small Slavic States conquered by 
the Communists In Eastern 
Europe. 


Review of policy 


Mr. Reston quoted Mr. 
Nehru'a views ‘in connection 
with a long review of American 
pollcy towarde China In whioh 
he asserted that President Tru- 
man and the Natlonal Security 
Council had agreed that Amer!- 
can mititary occupation of Tal- 
wan was out of the question. 
Mr. Reston said they agreed 

aiso that the United States should 
withhold recognition of the Chi- 
nese Communist Government ior 
the time belng and that the 
United States should make a new 
study of giving Mmited financial 
and techriical ald to the Chinese 
Nationalists in Talwan. 

Mr. Reston quoted the follow- 
ing summary by a résponsible ofti- 
cial of the American Govern- 
ment’s position: 

{t) No military actlon by the 
United States in defence of Tal- 
wan or Hainan Island was to be 
expected. If Taiwan could he 
kept out of the hands of the Chi- 
nese Communists by Imited finan- 
celal and technical assistance, that 
was worth exploring.

William “Knowland, according to 

ar Reston, was backed by Gene- 
rof Douglas MacArthur~and had 
some supporters within Mr. Tru- 
man’s Official “family” but was 
strongly opposed by the State 
Department and some members 
of the Joint Chiefs of Staff. 

Senator Knowland had propos- 
ed, among other things, that the 
United States should refuse to 
recognise the Chinese Communist 
regime; warn the British not te 
do so; grant military ald to Chiang 
Kai-shek and send a military mis- 
sion to Taiwan. 


Inclined to agrce 

Mr. Reston said that the State 
Department was much more im- 
pressed with the estimate of the 
situation In China made by Mr. 
Nehru when he was in America, 
Thiz estimate was resumed to 
have formed the basls for the In- 
dian recognition of the Commu- 
nists in China. 

Mr, Reston said that the State 
Department was not only inclin-~
